The Harvard University football 
team next year.

"Harvard has refused to meet the 
champions of the Western conference 
and It closed the season with the Yalo 
game," is the statement of T. K. Rich- 
ards, manager of athletics at Harvard,

In fact, 
tho pick of the athletes of the British 
Isles are now In the army. Including 
many professionals.

Two veterans of the Franco- Prus- 
sian war are at present in the employ- 
ment of the University of Texas, Au- 
gust Nehrlng, elevator man in the 
Main Building, and Huffman, head 
carpenter nf the University, were in 
the German army when the memor- 
able March on Paris was made. 

Nehrlng is the veteran of several 
wars. He was a young man when he 
entered ihe service of the Kmpcror of 
Germany, lie saw his first action in 
the war between Germany and Den- 
mark. Because of marked bravery in 
the Schlcsswlg-llolstoln encounters, 
he was rewarded with four medals. 
Two of these were silver and the other 
two bronze. In tho following war 
with Austria he was again rewarded 
fur bravery, being presented with his 
fifth medal. 

It was in the Franco- Prussian war 
in 1S70-7I that lie received his sixth 
and seventh medals, the last one be- 
in gthe Iron Cross, so highly prized 
by the Kinporor's troops. The cross 
carries with it a pension of n 
month, but when Nehrlng came to 
America this pension was canceled. 

Nehrlng staled that in all his years 
oT service he bad never been wounded. 
At one time his watch saved his life. 
A bullet smashed Into the back of the 
watch anil Imbedded itself in the 
heavy case and works. Nehrlng was a 
famous marksman, and told witli 
many expressive gestures how he shot 
a man down at the remarkable ins- 
tance of 2, 000 metres. Nehrlng show- 
ed how he aimed and fired, illustrated 
the manor of Ihe mun's fall, ami 
pointing to his forehead, said: "I got 
him here." 

On being asked who would be the 
winner in the present war, he said 
"Germany." Germany will win in 
three years, was the prophecy he ven- 
tured.
